Historicat Inrropuction

may claim privilege for a tired pen, and stand excused if some 
necessary observations are compressed into the briefest space. 

From a remote period the indispensable tribute to distinguished 
merit has found expression in the form of biography. Like most good 
things, it is often abused. What probably originated and ended in some 
simple tombstone inscription now sometimes extends to a set of several 
ponderous tomes—documentary proof, as Dr. Johnson would say, of 
misplaced vanity. In modern days literary genius asserts its right to 
a fresh prerogative in the shape of bibliography, a claim no one will 
grudge. That form of hero-worship honourably serves a double purpose. 
It fulfils the desire to pay homage where due, and, as a key to recorded 
knowledge, becomes a handmaid to fresh literary labour. With these 
few words I might fitly ‘say amen betimes’ did not other remarks, 
perhaps apropos to the place and time, press for notice. 

‘Man’s most of might ’—in Browning’s expressive phrase—the 
transcendent genius now surveyed, is by acclaim the chosen spokesman 
of a race entrusted with profound and world-wide responsibilities. In 
addition to the labour, that fact did not lessen the serious nature of 
this gigantic task. But of that more anon. Among millions of Anglo- 
Saxons influenced by books, either at home or overseas, there can be 
but few who feel no quickening of the pulse at the mention of that 
‘great heir of fame’ who left so free, so matchless a heritage. Beyond 
the vast numbers who have read and enjoyed, how many more millions 
do his happy precepts guide and cheer! How much of his wisdom and 
wit is woven into the common life and language of the nations! How 
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his judicial sense of simple equity interlaces our laws! His esthetics, 
his reverence for all that is good and beautiful, his manly courage, his 
patriotism—are they not reflected to-day on every side and in many 
an unexpected place ! 

Without appearing to court exaggeration, it is difficult to do justice 
in a few phrases to a power unique in our annals. Not only was he 
founder and father of our national drama—a mighty means of education, 
but largely of our national tongue—a still mightier means, to say nothing 
of our general standard of life and intercourse. To the humble ‘son 
of toil’ whose nativity in 1564 at Stratford-upon-Avon shed one of 
the highest honours any town or kingdom could desire, countless legions 
stand indebted for an impulse which defies alike calculation and valua- 
tion. Over and over again his familiar yet ever-fresh writings prove 
him to belong to no one age or nation, but to be infinitely royal, infinitely 
human in all. Not merely was he a man of extraordinary energy, both 
of thought and action, but the cause of boundless activity in others. 
Few among the legions of his debtors would dare estimate or hope to 
redeem their debt. Of the unnumberable myriads, over twenty thousand 
workers held by his magic spell stand enumerated in this census. Right 
through the centuries which intervene between his coming and the 

‘present year of grace, leading writers of all countries have vied in stripping 
the dictionary of flowers of praise to heap upon our ‘ ever-living poet.’ 

But ‘hath not thy rose a thorn’? We live in days of occasional 
disbelief and doubt, when ‘fortune in her shift and change of mood 
spurns down her late beloved.’ A few, learned in the law (I cannot add, 
in literature), like to whet their wits in discoursing that black is white, 
despite the avalanche of evidence refuting their absurd contentions. 
In the United States the Baconian discussion, that pitiful waste of time, 
breath, and ink, has reached the advanced stage of producing its own 
bibliography, and in England it has brought forth the inevitable society 
and journal. Scattered through the following seven hundred or more 
pages, interested readers may find an overwhelming mass of testimony, 
from the sixteenth century onwards, proving that William Shakespeare 
was ‘gentle, schooled, and learned,’ that in very truth he was the 
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surpassing genius which all sound scholars insist upon. It is not sur- 
prising that a land of extremes like America should furnish Baconian 
cranks and Shakespearean zealots at the same moment. Great Britain 
sincerely thanks the daughter-country for both. Even our friends the 
cranks have their uses. They encourage zealots, in the process of holding 
their own, to study the glorious age of Queen Elizabeth to their infinite 
pleasure and advantage. The annual stream of pilgrims to a shrine that 
kings envy sets a good example, and makes for the unity, not only of 
states, but of continents. At this point it may not be unacceptable to 
quote a few opinions from better known writers of different countries 
as a microcosm of this bibliography :—

He knew the soul of man better than it is vouchsafed 
to mortals to know, in all its sunshine, shadow, storm, and stress. His 
wit was all-embracing, like a summer zephyr. It haunted the taverns 
with Falstaff, radiated the woodpaths of Arden with Rosalind, explored 
the lot of the outcast with Lear’s fool, flitted hither and thither with 
Ariel and Puck in their madcap pranks. His wisdom touched the 
eternities. It peered through the tomb with Hamlet; weighed, with 
some irony, the responsibilities of princes; uncovered the deeds of the 
cunning, and deprecated the artificiality of the courtier. His sympathy 
was world-wide, though he had little for the quack, the insincere, the 
demagogue, or the unwashed mob. His humanity united all humans 
into one family with ‘one touch of nature.’ All ranks, professions, 
grades, and callings served him as puppets to earn our admiration, 
sympathy, or condemnation according to his pulling of the strings. His 
far-sighted vision embraced supermen in the fairies, elves, witches, and 
monsters employed. ‘All the world’s a stage’ as he saw it, and its 
vastness and unending variety served to deck his plots. As Prosper he 
could regard earthly existence as a dream or bubble. But they are no 
shadows that strut, march, dance, or sneak across his boards; they 
are living beings, more actual than many we have known in the flesh ; 
folk of majesty or meanness, mirth or passion, and always of wonder. 
They exult or suffer, earning our smiles or sighs; they ever point a 
moral or adorn a tale; they illustrate, inform, or deck comedy and 
tragedy—irony binding the two in the human drama—and so compose 
and comprise human life, the unknown mighty purpose. In truth, this 
supreme citizen of no mean empire may stand as the eternal embodi- 
ment of all that is best and greatest in human character and achieve- 


ment. 
It may be well to set down something of the provenance of this 
book, a dictionary so long the desire and despair of scholars and collectors, 
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Since Francis Meres published his preliminary list in 1598 much water has 
run past the mill, and most of the many attempts to complete such 
an undertaking found a sadly common end in failure. As time pro- 
gressed, the endless flow of fresh editions and new commentaries added 
to the task, until the mountain of work seemed one for a syndicate to 
attack, rather than an individual. Apart from scores of writers who 
have prepared lists of Shakespeareana more or less lengthy, perhaps 
the earliest effort towards an exhaustive key was Francis Kirkman’s 
‘True .. . catalogue of all comedies, tragedies, and pastorals that were 
ever yet printed, 1671,’ a work far from being so ‘ perfect and exact’ 
as its title claimed. This was reprinted in 1698, with additions, by 
Gerard Langbaine, who was followed by W. Mears with his ‘Compleat 
catalogue of plays, 1726.’ Six years later came a work palpably founded 
on Kirkman, entitled the ‘ True and exact catalogue of all the plays and 
other dramatic pieces ever yet printed in English . . . 1732.’ In 1740 
Francis Peck added to his ‘ Memoirs of John Milton’ a ‘ New catalogue 
of Shakespeare’s writings.’ Seven years after came John Mottley’s 
‘List of all the . . . dramatic pieces ever published in English . . . 1747.’ 
W. R. Chetwood in 1752 issued his ‘ British theatre, containing . . . an 
account of all plays...’ ; re-issued in 1756 under a fresh title. In 1767 
Edward Capell added to his charming edition of the poet a ‘ Table of the 
quartos, folios, ascribed plays, and poems.’ Succeeding this, in 1773, 
occurred Theobald’s edition of Shakespeare, containing a bibliography, 
amusingly divided into ‘editions of authority, of middle authority, of 
no authority,’ the latter including poor Rowe’s 1709 edition, from which 
all biographers borrow, with or without acknowledgment. Following 
Theobald occurred a more elaborate effort in the shape of Edward Capell’s 
‘Catalogue of a collection intitl’d Shakesperiana, comprehending all the 
several editions . . . divers old prose-men and verse-men, with a variety 
of other articles, chiefly such as tend to illustrate him... 1779.’ This 
interesting manuscript is still happily preserved at Cambridge, and was 
printed in 1779 under the editorship of George Steevens. In the same 
year appeared the ‘ Playhouse pocket companion, containing a catalogue 
of all the dramatic authors who have written for the English stage, 1779.’ 
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A similar work, called the ‘ New theatrical dictionary,’ was put forth 
in 1792, which hardly fulfilled its pretentious title. In 1803 J. Barker 
published a ‘Complete list of plays, exhibiting at one view the title, size, 
date, and author from the commencement of theatrical performances...’ 
About 1805, or earlier, arose a fresh Mahomet, who failed to move a 
mountain, in the person of the first Marquis of Bute. His manuscript 
is preserved at Boston, U.S., and covers fifty-two pages only. It is 
entitled ‘Catalogue containing, or intended to contain, every edition of 
Shakespeare and all commentaries, etc. regarding that author.’ The 
noble marquis was a man of caution, judged by the reservation ‘ intended 
to contain.’ In 1818 John Britton added a ‘ bibliography of detached 
essays and dissertations on Shakespeare’ to his edition of the bard, 
and remarked ‘ the number and variety of commentaries on the writings 
of Shakespeare almost exceed credibility.’ If that observation fairly re- 
presented the student’s library a century ago, what would Britton say 
now! To continue. In 1824 Robert Watt contributed his well-known 
but limited list in his invaluable ‘ Bibliotheca Britannica,’ and was 
followed in 1827 by John Wilson’s ‘Catalogue of all the books, pamphlets, 
etc. relating to Shakespeare . . .—a remarkably modest-looking tome for 
so brave a title. Two amateur collectors now set to work—one in 
England, one in America. Thomas Jolley, the well-known bibliophile, 
compiled a ‘ List of Shakespeareana, 1834,’ a small manuscript I found 
at Warwick Castle; while Thomas Pennant Barton, of New York, 
founder of the wonderful collection at Boston, commenced at the same 
time (ending in 1869) his ‘Shakespeariana or a complete list of all the 
works relating to Shakespeare.’ This manuscript, now at Boston, fills 
over a thousand quarto pages, a treasured memento of that life-long 
enthusiast. In the same year, 1834, first came out Thomas William 
Lowndes’ indispensable ‘ Bibliographer’s manual,’ with its lengthy list 
of Shakespeareana. He fell a martyr to the cause, and Lowndes’ name 
will always be revered by scholars and bookmen. The year 1841 saw 
the two friends and co-workers, John Payne Collier and James Orchard 
Halliwell, both absorbed in this field of research. Collier published his 
studies ‘On the earliest quarto editions ’ under the egis of the Shake-

speare Society, while Halliwell brought forth his ‘Shakespeariana: a 
catalogue of the early editions of Shakespeare’s plays and of the com- 
mentaries and other publications illustrative of his works, 1841.’ Like 
Halliwell’s many later contributions on the subject, this was exceedingly 
interesting, but too haphazard ever to be serviceable to any but leisured 
men. Next must be mentioned E. Cranwell’s ‘ Plays of Shakespeare 
printed before 1623,’ which came out in 1847. Following this appeared 
Henry George Bohn’s new edition of ‘ Lowndes’ Manual’ in 1857, the 
Shakespearean portion of which, much enlarged, he published separately 
as the ‘Biography and bibliography of Shakespeare . . . 1863,’ and 
again in 1864. This Bohn proudly claimed to contain ‘every known 
edition, translation, and commentary.’ This statement was far from 
accurate. His dates are often wrong, while his omissions may be num- 
bered by thousands. The year 1865 witnessed Franz Thimm’s ‘ Shake- 
speariana form 1564 to 1864,’ useful as a supplement to Bohn’s 
compilation. In 1866 William Harrison, a collector, printed privately 
a ‘Descriptive catalogue of Shakspeariana.’ Clarence Hopper in 1868 
prepared, under the guidance of Halliwell, the first catalogue of the 
contents of the birthplace library at Stratford. This was followed in 
1870 by Allibone’s ‘ Dictionary of English literature,’ bearing ‘ Shake- 
speare’s life and bibliography.’ Then Albert Cohn commenced in 1871 
his ‘Shakespeare bibliographie,’ English and foreign, which appeared 
annually until 1886. The years 1872-76 found Robert K. Dent at work 
upon his ‘Catalogue of the Shakespeare Memorial Library, Birmingham,’ 
and to everyone’s sorrow his inventory is practically all that remains of 
the splendid collection destroyed by fire in 1879. To the city’s eternal 
credit, Birmingham manfully set to work to replace its loss, and, phcenix- 
like, the largest Shakespeare library in the world now exists there. In 
1876 Justin Winsor issued his ‘ Bibliography of the original quartos and 
folios of Shakespeare,’ followed in 1879 by his similar work on the 
‘Poems.’ At the same time Karl Knortz printed his ‘American Shake- 
speare bibliography, 1876.’ By far the most thorough and painstaking 
contribution next appeared in the ‘Catalogue of the works of Wm. 
Shakespeare, original and translated. Barton Collection, Boston. By 
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James M. Hubbard and Arthur M. Knapp, 1878-80,’ a small folio of over 
two hundred closely-printed pages. In 1879 Horace H. Morgan issued 
in Saint Louis a volume entitled ‘Topical Shakespeariana.’ This was 
succeeded in 1880 by the New York ‘Catalogue of the James Lenox 
Library,’ a compilation not to be overlooked. W. H. Wyman in 1882 
produced a ‘ Bibliography of Bacon-Shakespeare literature,’ which ran 
into a second edition in 1884. Then came James A. Morgan’s ‘ Digesta 
Shakespeareana, 1886-87.’ In 1889 Frederick Hawley commenced his 
ambitious ‘Catalogue of all the known editions of Shakespeare’s plays in 
every language,’ and died long ere he could possibly complete it. His 
folio manuscript is preserved at the Stratford Memorial Library, which 
splendid institution he served as librarian. In the next year, 1890, the 
writer prepared his ‘Index catalogue of Shakespeareana preserved at 
Warwick Castle,’ which now appears (embodied herein) in print for 
the first time. In 1898 the present librarian, Mr. Wm. Salt Brassington 
(whose courtesy all students and visitors thankfully acknowledge) 
commenced his manuscript ‘Classified and indexed catalogue of the 
Shakespeare Memorial Library, Stratford-on-Avon.’ The next year 
Mr. Marsden Jasael Perry privately printed a ‘Catalogue of Shake- 
speareana’ [in the Perry collection]. In rg00 Mr. A. Capel Shaw 
published the extensive ‘Index to the Shakespeare Memorial Library, 
Birmingham,’ a collection now embracing about fourteen thousand 
volumes. In the pages of ‘ The Library’ for 1903 Dr. Walter W. Greg 
gave a ‘ Bibliographical history of the first folio’ (the Jaggard canon of 
1623), and, with Mr. A. W. Pollard and others, in the same quarterly, 
and in ‘The Athenzum,’ 1908-09, gave a series of valuable articles on 
the falsely dated quartos. In 1909 appeared further welcome help from 
Mr. Alfred W. Pollard in his ‘ Shakespeare folios and quartos,’ a study 
affording new light on obscure corners and phases of the subject. 

One might so continue almost indefinitely, but the titles already 
exhibited show that a score or more of writers in succession strove to 
subdue this great toil, but in the main it subdued them, as it nearly did 
the writer. The tyranny of an exacting profession leaves one little 
leisure for adventure in bibliography. I was tempted in early youth 
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to undertake it by the fourth Earl of Warwick, and after twenty-two 
years’ effort, chiefly in time ill-spared from rest and recreation, I have 
at last reconciled aim with achievement, faith with fulfilment. My 
sole ambition was to render the book in some measure worthy of that 
exquisite thinker who gave English character its greatest impetus. So 
vast a field can hardly prove to be perfectly gleaned at the first full 
attempt. Something fresh comes to light nearly every week of the year, 
so I hope to issue occasional supplements, like the present addenda, 
to keep the work up to date. Meanwhile, if readers will kindly notify 
omissions I shall be grateful. 

Now for the aim of this conspectus. It seeks to be something more 
than a bibliography; in fact, to be an encyclopedia of Shakespearean 
information and stage history, or, as Bacon says, the ‘image of men’s 
wit and knowledge,’ instantly pointing out all recorded data. In effect 
it is also a convergent or cumulative catalogue, annotated and indexed, 
of the world’s twelve largest Shakespeare libraries, so simply arranged 
that a child can use it. It contains over thirty-six thousand distinct 
entries and references, including many hitherto unrecorded editions, 
with thousands of illustrative notes and extracts. It gives minute 
details and available locations of every known issue of Shakespeare’s 
writings (whether written, printed, separate, collective, authentic, 
attributed, private, public, in or out of print); likewise of every tract, 
pamphlet, volume, or collection of Shakespearean comment; of each 
analogue or source, with notes of the passages affected; of every im- 
portant contemporary or subsequent allusion to, or article on, the 
dramatist or his productions; of each autograph, genuine or forged; 
of all engraved Shakespeare portraits; with market values of the rarer 
entries. Key-references are embodied to all incidental Shakespearean 
actors, actresses, artists, attributes, bibliographers, bibliophiles, bio- 
graphers, blind-type printings, celebrations, centenaries, clubs, collabo- 
rators, commemorations, commentators, composers, controversies, critics, 
editors, engravers, exhibitions, festivals, forgeries, illustrations (pictorial 
or literary), jubilees, managers, manuscripts, memorials, monuments, 
printers, prompters, pseudonyms, publishers, societies, theatres, trans- 
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lators, vellum-printings. [There is one exception: firms of printers and 
publishers still trading have not been indexed.] It will thus be seen 
that men of thought, of art, and of business, rightly take their place 
side by side in the great Shakespearean army, each having his due share 
of credit. 

Shakespeare’s best monument, like his real portrait, lies in print, 
at once the most fragile, imperishable, and world-wide tablet. 

Finally, to whom do I owe thanks? To some, alas! called hence 
during progress; among others, to George Guy Greville, fourth Earl of 
Warwick, for initial encouragement and unfailing courtesy; to Charles 
Edward Flower and his good wife Sarah Flower, of Stratford-on-Avon, 
devoted benefactors of the town, whose forethought and generosity have 
made the student’s path easy and pleasant; to Alderman Timmins, of 
Birmingham, and to Thomas Simmons, of Leamington, whose store of 
knowledge was ever at my disposal. 

Much do I owe Sir Edward Russell, who personifies the words of 
Sir Wm. Temple, another worthy knight—‘ the greatest medicine is a 
true friend.’ 

Specially am I indebted to that tireless enthusiast, Mrs. C. C. Stopes, 
beside the courteous librarians and assistants at the British Museum, 
the Bodleian, at Birmingham, Harvard University, Manchester, Mel- 
bourne, Stratford Memorial; also to Mr. Edmund L. Armstrong of 
Melbourne, Mr. George Boyden of Stratford, Mr. E. Gordon Duff of 
Liverpool, Mr. A. W. Pollard of the British Museum, and last, though 
not least, to my careful, painstaking printers, all of whom united in 
removing obstacles from my path.

Sh—, the 
English man-of-war, lesser in bulk but lighter in 
sailing, could turn with all tides, tack about and 
take advantage of all winds, by the quickness of his 
wit and invention.’

Yet there are certain of his characters in 
which we feel that there is something of self-por- 
traiture. And it is not so much in his grander, more 
subtle, and ingenious creations that we feel this, in 
‘Hamlet’ and ‘ King Lear,’ as in those slighter and 
more spontaneously-developed figures who, while far 
from playing principal parts, are yet distinguished 
by a peculiar happiness and delicate ease in the 
drawing of them; figures which possess above all 
that winning attractiveness which there is no man 
but would willingly exercise, and which resemble 
those works of art which, though not meant to be 
very great or imposing, are yet wrought of the 
choicest material. Mercutio belongs to this group 
. . . Biron is perhaps the most striking . . . In this 
character, which is never quite in touch, never quite 
on a perfect level of understanding with the other 
persons of the play, we see perhaps a reflex of Sh— 
himself, when he has just become able to stand aside 
from and estimate the first period of his poetry.’

Subse- 
quently, in a prose dialogue between Sh—’s fellow- 
actors Kempe and Burbage, Kempe remarks of 
university dramatists, ‘ Why, here’s our fellow Sh— 
puts them all down; aye, and Ben Jonson too. O! 
that Ben Ionson is a pestilent fellow. He brought 
up Horace, giving the poets a pill, but our fellow 
Sh— hath given him a purge that made him bewray 
his credit!’ Burbage adds, ‘ He is a shrewd fellow 
indeed.’ 

Elsewhere in the play a poor student enviously com- 
plains of the wealth and position which a successful 
actor derived from his calling— 

‘England affords those glorious vagabonds 
That carried erst their fardles on their backs 
Coursers to ride on through the gazing streets, 
Sweeping it in their glaring satin suits, 

And pages to attend their masterships 

With mouthing words that better wits had framed 

They purchase lands and now esquires are made.’

‘The English stage might be considered as equally 
without rule and without model when Sh— arose. 
The effect of the genius of an individual upon the 
taste of a nation is mighty ; but that genius in its 
turn is formed according to the opinions prevalent at 
the period when it comes into existence. Such was 
the case with Sh—. With an education more exten- 
sive and a taste refined by the classical models it is 
probable that he also, in admiration of the ancient 
drama, might have mistaken the form for the essence, 
and subscribed to those rules which had produced 
such masterpieces of art. Fortunately for the full 
exertion of a genius as comprehensive and versatile 
as intense and powerful, Sh— had no access to any 
models of which the commanding merit might have 
controlled and limited his own exertions.

‘we look in vain for all that sets Sh— so 
high above his contemporaries: his wit, 
humour, poetry, philosophy, intimate hnow- 
ledge of man, and his exquisite method.’ 

It can hardly be Greene’s work, seeing 
that the author ts ridiculed and attacked in 
Greene’s ‘ Farewell to folly,’ 1591. 

It is clearly the product of some prentice 
hand, and in places bears a vough re- 
semblance to ‘Love’s labours lost,’ par- 
ticularly in Act I., Sc. tv., where lovers, 
talking aloud to themselves, ave overheard. 

The play is remarkable as being the first 
to mention Liverpool and Manchester. 

In Act I1I., Sc. w. it says :-—‘Since

fortune hath thus spitefully crost our hope 
let vs leaue this quest and harken after our 
King who ts at this daie landed at Lirpoole.’ 

The earliest issue known ts the undated 
quarto printed for T. N and I, W—— 
[John Wright] circa 1605. 

It was first staged in oy about 1590 by a 
company to which Sh— was attached, whose 
patron was Lord Strange [Ferdinando fifth 
Earl of Derby]. 

‘Tn this same year [1590] was produced 
a play [“ Faire Em’’|in which although I 
cannot detect Sh—’s hand as coadjutoy with 
its probable author, R. Wilson, he most 
likely appeared as an actor. ‘‘Faive Em’ 
ts the earliest play we certainly know of 
which was acted by Lord Strange’s Com- 
pany. It ts alluded to by Robert Greene 
[the profligate parson], to whom it gave 
offence, in the address to his ‘‘ Farewell to 
folly.” ’—F. G. Fleay. 

The library of K. Charles IIT. contained a 
copy bound up with ‘ Mucedorus’ and 
lettered ‘Shakespeare, Vol. I.’ 

Phillips, Dyce, and Winstanley attri- 
bute the authorship to Greene. Richard 
Simpson argues that Sh— wrote it as an 
allegorical attack on Greene and his school. 
He tries to prove that William I. represents 
Wm, Kempe, who took a company to Den- 
mark, that Mountney stands for Marlowe; 
Manvile for Greene, and the successful 
Valingford for Sh—, while Faive Em syin- 
bolises the Manchester public. 

F. G. Fleay agrees in the main with 
Simpson, but vegavds R. Wilson as the 
author, Valingford as Peele, and Fatre 
Em as typifving the company of Queen’s 
players.

Popularly accepted as the greatest play 
ever written. The carliest known printed 
version (which has barely survived the 
passage of time) is that of 1603, printed by 
ANG WE [Nicholas Ling] and published 
by John Trundell.

This immortal tragedy was first entered at Stationers 
Hall, 26th July, 1602, by James Roberts. Thus runs 
the entry :—‘ A booke called the Revenge of Hamlett, 
Prince fof] Denmark, as yt was latelie Acted by the 
Lord Chamberleyne his servantes, VId.’

The British Museum copy lacks the title-page, but is 
interleaved, and contains MS. notes by J. O. Halli- 
well, along with printed extracts from subsequent 
editions. 

The sole other copy known lacks the final leaf, and is 
in the Devonshire Library. 

An atmosphere of romance surrounds these surviving 
copies, Until within so recent a period as 1856 the 
only known copy of the original 1603 ‘ Hamlet’ was 
that named the ‘ Devonshire’ copy, bound up with 
twelve other old plays, bought by the Duke in 1825. 
It formerly belonged to Sir Thomas Hanmer (g.v.) 
From his library it passed eventually to the old book 
firm of Payne and Foss for £180, and thence to the 
Duke of Devonshire for £250, although it lacked the 
last leaf. From the ‘Devonshire’ copy William 
Nicol prepared a careful and accurate reprint, minus 
the final leaf. Over thirty years passed, until one 
day a Nottinghamshire youth, studying at Trinity 
College, Dublin, entered the shop of M. W. Rooney, 
a Dublin bookseller, with some old books for sale. 
Among these reposed another copy (unbound) of the 
‘unique’ 1603 Hamlet, this time lacking the title- 
page, but possessing the priceless last leaf. Rooney 
secured the copy for one shilling, reprinted the last 
leaf, and then sold the volume for £70 to Boone, a 
London bookseller, from whom J. O. Halliwell 
bought it for £120, and transferred it to the British 
Museum at a further advance, where it now rests for 
aye. Rooney asserted the initials of the publisher, 
N.L., stood for Nicholas Landure (not Ling, as is 
generally supposed). Landure’s name does not occur 
in Arber’s Index.

Some passages in this version are omitted from the 
Jaggard folio of 1623. Together the two foregoing 
editions form the standard text of ‘ Hamlet.’ 

Three copies only are known. Apart from the two 
quoted, the third copy, from Earl Howe’s collection 
at Gopsall, passed to an American collector in Dec., 
1907, along with thirteen other early quartos, at a 
ransom said to be in the neighbourhood of £10,000. 
The size of the Howe example is 7 by sin., bound in 
modern half blue morocco, and on the title occurs 
this manuscript addition, in an old hand, following 
the name WILLIAM SHAKESPEARE: ‘ Who (with 
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some errors not to be avoided in that age, had 
undoubtedly a larger soule of poesie then for any of 
our nation) was the first who, to shun ye pain of con- 
tinuall rhyming, invented that kinde of writing which 
we call blanch verse, but ye French more properly 
prose mesurée, into which the English tongue so 
naturally falls.’ 

These are the well-known words of Dryden (¢.v.), and 
it would be easy for the present owner to ascertain 
whether the handwriting is his.

The sole contemporary manuscript of any of Sh—’s 
literary productions known to survive. Presumably 
it is in the holograpbh of Sir Edward Deryng or 
Dering, of Surrenden, Kent, who died in 1644, and, 
conjecturally, transcribed from Sh—’s own MS., or 
some coeval playhouse copy, as no known printed 
copy contains its various corrections and alterations. 
This almost priceless relic was discovered among the 
charters and papers of the present baronet at Surren- 
den in 1844, just two centuries after the original 
owner's death. i 

It is particularly interesting as showing that private 
performances existed at this period. This is proved 
by two lists of dramatis persone in the ‘Spanish 
curate’ in the manuscript, the characters being sus- 
tained by Kentish gentlemen of the day. 

Possibly Surrenden then possessed its own stage, for 
which this transcript may have been intended. 

It was first printed in 1845 by the Sh— Soc. [¢.v.] 

In 1843, a year before this discovery, a unique play- 
house earns (c. 1660) of the ‘ Merry wives’ was 
secured by Halliwell from bookseller Rodd. This 
was accepted as the earliest Sh— play in manuscript 
until the foregoing occurred.

In making up the forme for the inner side of sheet G, 
the compositor apparently got confused, as the 
second and seventh pages were made to change 
places with the sixth and third. The sheet was then 
folded to bring the catchwords in order. Conse- 
quently the signatures should run in this curious 
order to be correct : G, G3 verso, G2, G4 verso, G3, 
G verso, G4, and G2 verso. 

This volume temporarily supplanted the Jaggard folio 
on the r2th July, 1905, by achieving the record price 
up to that date ever paid for a piece of English 
literature. It was secured for the United States at 
41,750, being an advance of £30 on the figure given 
for the 1623 folio in rg01. It may be described as 
almost priceless, being the sole known copy still pos- 
sessing freedom outside two English public libraries. 

It bears five autographs of Wm. Penn, believed to be 
Admiral Penn, father of the founder of Pennsylvania.

T. B—— [probably Tony (or Antony) Brewer]. 

On the oth Sept., 1653, the publisher, Humphrey 
Moseley, recorded this play, with another, entitled 
the ‘ History of Cardenio,’ both of which he stated 
were the productions of Sh—. 

Modern critics credit Michael Drayton with the comedy, 
and Sh— may have assisted him with it. Drayton 
was a native of Sh—’s county. s 

The earliest known reference to the play occurs in the

MERRY WIVES OF WINDSOR. 


The earliest known edition of this 
comedy came from the press of T. C 
[Thomas Creede] and was published by 
Arthur Johnson in 1602. 

It was entered at Stationers’ Hall: 
‘18th Jan., 1601-2. John Busby. Entred 
for his copie under the hand of Master 
Seton a booke called ‘“‘An excellent and 
pleasant conceited commedie of Sir Iohn 
Laulstof and the merry wyves of Windesor, 
VId.”’ ‘Arthur Johnson. Entred for his 
copye by assignement from John Busbye, a 
booke called ‘‘An excellent and pleasant 
conceyted Comedie of Sir John Faulstafe 
and the merye wyves of Windsor, Vid.’ 
Prof. Avbey thinks it is quite cleav that the 
‘Merry wives’ was printed by J. Busby 
before this date, but not entered in the regis- 
teys until he came to assign it to A. Johuson. 
If so, every copy of Busby’s printing ap- 
pears to have vanished. Mr. Pollard, on the 
contrary, says ‘it seems probable that J ohn- 
son preferred that Busby should take the 
responsibility of entering the book.’ 

The civcumstance recalls the sharp order 
about the entry of all plays issued by the 
Archbp. of Canterbury and Bishop of 
London to the Master and Wardens of 
Stationers’ Hall, found on the registers 
under date rst June, 1599. 

In this comedy Shakespeare is supposed 
to have caricatured Siy Thomas Lucy of 
Charlecote as Justice Shallow, and ‘Dr. 
Caius’ 1s thought to represent John Caius 
of Norwich (author of ‘De canibus 
Britannicis’), who flourished in 1558. 

The singular spelling of fleur-de-lis on 
the title may be an overt allusion to the 
Lucy family. 

The play, as moderns know it, first

When discovered by Rodd the bookseller, in 1843, it 
was secured by J. O. Halliwell, and announced as 
the earliest Shakespearean MS. known, and the only 
MS. of this play. It is probably a long-lost acting 
version, prepared for some private performance. Its 
great interest lies in the fact that it is not a mere 
transcript, but presents many variations, and _ its 
value is enhanced by the descriptive list of ‘ dramatis 
persone.’ Halliwell has described the treasure fully 
in his ‘Account of the only known manuscript . . .

This play made tts first printed appear- 
ance apparently in 1595, but every copy 
seems to have perished. It was credited to 
Sh— as early as 1661, and again 1m r69r 
by Gerard Langbaine (q.v.) It played no 
mean part as a foundation for ‘The Tem- 
pest,’ the two plays bearing a marked 
resemblance in sundry places and passages. 
Fleay thought Thomas Lodge, assisted by 
G. Wilkins, wrote it. Malone ascribed it 
to Robert Greene. Alihough the 1598 
edition 1s commonly described as the first 
edition, the words ‘newly set foorth’ in- 
dicate the existence of an earlier printing. 

In early popularity 1t appears to have 
rivalled ‘Hamlet.’

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. 


The first known edition of this comedy 
was printed by V. S. [Valentine Sims] 
in 1600 for Andrew Wise and William 
Aspley.

Composition 1s conjectured to have taken 
place between 1594 and 1598. In addition 
to Sh—, the contributors included Richard 
Barnefield, Bartholomew Griffin, Christo- 
pher Marlowe, and others. 

The first edition came from the press of 
William Jaggard in 1599, and this happy 
introduction to Sh— culminated in the 
same press producing his collected writings 
in 1623. 

Of the second edition every copy seems 
to have disappeared. 

John Payne Collier sought to establish 
[see ‘Atheneum,’ 17th May, 1856, and 
‘Notes & Queries,’ 5th July, 1856] that 
the three sonnets erroneously attributed to 
Richard Barnefield were in reality Sh—’s. 
The three poems in question are :—‘As tt 
fell upon a day,’ ‘If music and sweet 
poetry agree,’ and ‘Whilst as fickle fortune 
smiled,’—and they appeared the previous 
year in Barnefield’s ‘Encomion of Lady 
Pecunia,’ issued by John Jaggard. 

For fifty years much silly abuse has 
been showered upon William Jaggard be- 
cause for some veason he failed to dis- 
tinguish the different authors represented in 
the volume, supposing that he knew them. 
It has not sivuck these sagacious critics that 
the manuscript brought to the printer may 
have been written entirely in Sh—’s hand. 
It is quite feasible that Sh— copied the 
others’ poems and added them to his own 
for some ulterior purpose, as an anthology, 
like ‘Tottel’s Miscellany,’ or jotted them 
down for use in unborn plays. Collier 
oviginated this unfair atiack, and he was 
the only man with sufficient courage or 
honesty to withdraw the charge and admit 
he did Wm. Jaggard a grievous wrong. A 
score of superficial writers posing as 
Shakespearean authorities copied Collier's 
calumny and earned for themselves some 
vidicule. It is always unwise to condemn 
before hearing both sides. 

Now Thomas Cotes added in 1640 
some of Ovid’s writings to Sh—'s poems, 
possibly in ignorance or innocence of the 
true authorship, a proceeding which evoked 
little oy no comment.

The Cambridge copy bears an early MS. note stating 
that the copy cost the then owner three-halfpence.

In some copies Sh—’s name does not occur on the title, 
and adverse critics allege this is due to Thomas Hey- 
wood’s complaint in the postscript to his ‘ Apology for 
actors, 1612,' where he raises objection against the 
insertion of some lines from Ovid, taken from ‘ Troia 
3ritannica.’

The pieces which together compose Sh—’s 
poems were first issued separately as follow: 
Venus and Adonis, 1593; Rape of Lu- 
creece, 1594; Passionate pilgrim, 1599 ; 
Sonnets, 1609. 

The first collective edition of Sh—’s 
poems was issued by Thomas Cotes, succes- 
sor to Dorothy Jaggard, in 1640. 

The poems found no place in the first 
five collective editions of Sh—’s works. 
Although issued uniform with Rowe’s 1709 
edition, the ‘Poems’ do not form an integral 
part of that issue of the poet’s works.

Lowndes was apparently unaware of the two-volume 
issue, and describes this as ‘forming the seventh 
volume of the first small edition of Sh—’s works.’ In 
this he is wrong. It was doubtless a separate venture, 
in which Rowe had no hand, for he remarks in the final 
paragraph of his life of the poet :—‘ There is a book 
of poems publish’d in 1640 under the name of Mr. 
William Sh—, but as I have but very lately seen it, 
without an opportunity of making any judgment upon 
it, I wont pretend to determine whether it be his or 
no.’ 

The following curious notice is on the opening page :— 
‘ Advertisement. The remains of Mr. Wm, Sh—, 
called the ‘ Passionate pilgrim and sonnets to sundry 
notes of musick,” at the end of this collection, came 
to my hands in a little stitch’d book printed at Lon- 
don for W. Jaggard in 1599. It is generally agreed he 
[Sh—] dy’d about the year 1616, so that it appears 
plainly they were published by himself, being printed 
seventeen years before his death. I willsay nothing of 
‘Venus and Adonis” nor of the ‘‘ Rape of Lucrece,”’ 
they being universally allowed to be Sh—’s, only that 
I have printed them from very old editions which I 
procur’d, as the reader will find by my keeping close 
to the spelling. The writings of Mr. Sh— are in so 
great esteem that several gentlemen Ihave subscribed 
to a late edition of his ‘‘ Dramatic Works” in six 
volumes, which makes me hope that this little book 
will not be unacceptable to the publick. I shall not 
take upon me to say anything of the author, an in- 
genious person [Rowe] having compil’d some memoirs 
of his life and prefixed it [them] to the late above- 
mentioned edition. But I cannot omit inserting a 
passage of Mr. Sh—’s life very much to his honour 
and very remarkable, which was either unknown or 
forgotten by the writer of it. That most learn’d 
prince and great patron of learning King James the 
first [of England] was pleas’d with his own hand to 
write an amicable letter to Mr. Sh—, which letter 
tho’ now lost remain’d long in the hands of Sir 
William Davenant, as a credible person now living 
can testify.’

Doubtless a joint literary production. 
According to the first-class evidence of 
Henslowe’s diary, it was composed by 
Michael Drayton, Anthony Munday, 
Robert Wilson, and Thomas Hathway. 

Henslowe says :—‘r6th Oct. 1599. e- 
ceved by me Thomas Downton of Phillip 
Henslow, to pay Mr. Monday, Mr. Drayton, 
Mr. Wilson and [Mr.] Hathway for the first 
parte of the lyfe of Sy. Jhon Ouldcastell and 
in earnest of the second parte, for the use 
of the company, I say rveceved {10 

A further entry says :—‘Receved of Mr. 
Hinchloe [Henslowe] for Mr. Mundaye 
and the vest of the poets, at the playnge of 
Sv. John Oldcastell, the ferst tyme, as a 
geft, ten shillings.’ 

In the earliest versions of ‘King Henry 
IV.’ Sh— utilised Oldcastle as a character, 
and presumably gave offence to the Cobham 
family, as the name was afterwards changed 
to Falstaff. It is conjectured that Sh—’s 
shave in the authorship of ‘ Siv John Old- 
castle’ at the most consisted of editorial 
vevision. 

It is entered in the Stationers’ Registers 
twice in 1600, and the second entry is 
thought to be a fraud, enacted in 1619, by 
Thomas Pavier.

This editor’s overflowing self-satisfaction is patent in 
his further remark :—‘ The abundant criticism lavished 
on my comments has not modified my faith in my 
general position or in the fruitfulness of my investiga- 


tion. 

The ‘ bibliography’ (save the mark) alleged on the title 
to be given in the volume appears to consist of a few 
remarks on the original editions. Nevertheless, 
within his very limited effort he achieves a pretty 
blunder. The Sh— Memorial Library at Stratford 
is credited with a 1640 copy it never (unfortunately) 
possessed of Sh—'s Poems.

TITUS ANDRONICUS. 


This anonymous tragedy was first en- 
teved at Stationers’ Hall :—‘6th Feb. 1593- 
94. John Danter. Entred for his copye 
under thandes of bothe the Wardens a booke 
intituled a noble Roman historye of Tytus 
Andronicus... VId.’ 

It was freshly registered as follows :— 
‘roth April 1602. Tho. Pavier. Entred 
for his copies by assignment from Thomas 
Millington these bookes folowing, saluo 
jure cuiuscunque ...a booke called “Titus 
and Andronicus’... VId. Entred by 
warrant under master Seton’s hand.’ 

Bird assigns to 
Ric. Cotes all his estate, right, title, and 
interest in the copies hereafter menconed ... 
Titus and Andronicus...’ 

‘4 Aug. 1626. Thomas Pavier assigns 
his vight in “Titus Andronicus” to Edw. 
Brewster and Rob. Birde.’ 

Although actually printed in 1594, and 
veferved to by Gerard Langbaine (q.v.) in 
1691, the edition was regarded by students 
for about two centuries as either a myth or 
a lost work. 

In December, 1904, the Shakespearean 
world was astonished and delighted to hear 
from the librarian of Lund University that 
a copy had been providentially found in a 
Swedish country cottage. Truly one of the 
strangest literary vescues on vecord, and a 
fitting companion-romance to that con- 
nected with the vecovery of the 1603 
‘Hamlet’ in 1856. 

Sh—’s share of the authorship is thought 
to be much less than that respectively of Kyd, 
Marlowe, or Greene. 
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Edward Ravenscroft (q.v.), who edited 
in 1687 a fresh version of this play, re- 
marks therein :—‘I have been told by some 
anciently conversant with the stage that tt 
was not originally his [Sh—’s], but brought 
by a private author to be acted, and he only 
gave some master touches to one ov two of 
the principal parts or characters.’

WORKS. 


The first edition of Sh—’s collected works 
appeared posthumously in Nov. 1623, 
nearly eight years after his death, and three 
months after his widow’s decease. It came 
from the press of its probable editor, William 
Jaggard, whose death on the eve of publica- 
tion brought his son Isaac’s name upon the 
title-page in place of his own. The volume 
ts of transcendent importance. Not merely 
ts it the editio princeps of England’s 
greatest genius. Among the thirty-six 
masterpieces presented, no fewer than 
twenty appeared in print here for the first 
time. From a literary standpoint tt is the 
most priceless contribution, beyond all 
bounds and limits, to the whole world’s 
secular literature, and to those giant forces 
which promote the welfare of humanity.

The premature death of Isaac Jaggard in 
1627 caused this fresh entry in the registers:

Assigned ouer vnto him [them] by 
Dorathye Jaggard and consent of a full 
court holden this day, all the estate, right, 
title, and interest which Isaacke Jaggard her 
late husband had in the copies following .. . 
her parte in Shacksphere’s plays ... 11/6.’ 

Horne Tooke remarked :—‘The first 
edition ts the only one in my opinion worth 
regarding ... By the presumptuous license 
of dwarfish commentators, who are for ever 
cutting him down to theiy own size, we risk 
the loss of Sh—’s genuine text which that 
folio assuredly contains.’ 


Between 1623 and 1709 only five 
editions of Sh—’s collective works appeared, 
but between the latter yeay and 1910 about 
twelve hundred different editions (in Eng- 
lish) emerged from the press.

A copy varying from others is in the B.M., with a title 
bearing the word ‘and’ in place of the usual contrac- 
tion ‘&.’ 

The two copies dated 1622, mentioned by Lowndes, 
have had the final figure mended or tampered with. 
This edition was produced in Barbican (and not in Fleet 
Street, as so often asserted by ‘Sidney Lee.’) William 
Jaggard left Fleet Street for Barbican about twenty 
years before this book appeared. But (as Mr. Pollard 
remarks on p. 117 of his ‘Sh— folios and quartos’) 
‘As usual, Mr. Lee offers a... confident account of 

everything.’ 

The published price was twenty shillings. This infor- 
mation is kindly supplied by Mr. R. C. Jackson 
(originator of the idea of the Bankside national 
memorial to Sh— at Southwark). He discovered it 
at Dulwich, on a letter from Wm. Cartwright to 
Edward Alleyn, founder of the College. Cartwright 
was an intimate friend and guest of Alleyn’s from 
1617 onwards. The memorandum runs :— 

* Paid a sover-in for Shaksper’s booke of Plaies.’ 
The letter is dated 30th Nov., 1623, the very week of 
publication. 

A curious early allusion is found in Wm. Prynne’s 
Histrio-mastix, 1633 (¢.v.), which runs:—‘Some 
play-books are grown from quartos into folios; Ben 
Jonson, Sh— and others Sh—’s plays are 
printed in [on] the best crowne paper, far better than 
most Bibles. Above forty thousand play-books have 
been printed and vented within these two years.’ 

Dr. Furness remarks:—‘ Practically the text of the 
first four editions is the same.’ 

‘This edition is greatly prized by amateurs, as it con- 
tains the only portrait which requires no evidence to 
support its authenticity. —Axniversary Calendar 
1832, p. 737: j - 

The folio was reprinted more or less accurately in 
1767-68, 1807, 1808, 1862-64, 1866, 1876, 1887, 1888-89, 
1902, and rgto, under which years full details will be 
found.

The Warwick copy, measuring 134% by 8in., and 
bound by Bedford in scarlet morocco, gold tooled, 
leaves gilt, and enclosed in an olive green morocco 
slip case, is perfect from beginning to end, and the 
condition unusually crisp and fine. 

The Rylands copy was used by Theobald, from whom 
it passed in 1744 to Martin Folkes the antiquary (who 
assisted Theobald to edit Sh—). In 1756 George 
Steevens secured it for 63s., and about 1790 it passed 
into Earl Spencer's library, now happily and perma- 
nently housed at Manchester.

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The first edition probably consisted of 500 copies, of 
which about 250 survive, but fewer than twenty are 
perfect. The Van Antwerp copy, in March, 1907, 
realised £3,600. Earl Howe’s copy, 13 by 8in., 
bound in contemporary calf, brought 42,025 in Dec., 
1907. One sold in July, 1910, for £2,000, and another 
which had been repaired was disposed of in the same 
month for £41,800.

Lowndes says :—‘ There were several proprietors of this 
edition [z.e., sharing the cost and profits], and each 
one seems to have had a title printed with his own 
name, so that some bear the name of Robert Allot, 
others William Aspley, Richard Hawkins, Richard 
Meighen, or John Smethwick.’ Six variations of this 
kind are in the Lenox Library at New York. Lowndes 
avers a copy is in existence dated 1631, but gives no 
particulars. It might be a trial proof of 1631 or a 
misprint. No other record exists of a copy so dated. 

The leaf of Ben Jonson’s lines opposite title differs from 
the first issue in that the letter ‘v’ takes the place of 
‘u’ in ‘Grauer,’ and capital letters replace the lower 
case ones in the words ‘ With, Wit, Brasse, Face.’

At Warwick Castle are three copies in all of this folio. 
The first and finest measures 1334 by gin., bound by 
Bedford in scarlet morocco, gold tooled, with leaves 
gilt. The second example bears many manuscript 
emendations in an old hard on the margins, and came 
from the library of S. W. Singer (g.v.) It is bound 
in calf, measures 13 by 8%%in., lacks a leaf (pp. 149- 
150) in the first pagination, and lacks pp. 401-412 in 
the last part. The third copy is complete, bound in 
russia, and measures 12% by 83{in. 

A copy bearing the Wm. Aspley imprint (rarest of the 
variations), originally in the Lucy library at Charle- 
cote, was sold for £210 in March, 1907. It was 
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disposed of many years previously in the sale at 
Hampton Lucy Rectory, upon the death of its former 
owner the Rev. John Lucy.

The preliminary leaf of verses is signed ‘B. J.’ (instead 
of ‘B. I.’ as in the two earlier editions), and the words 
‘drawne, out-doo, looke, booke,’ now appear as 
‘drawn, out-doe, look, book.’ The prefatory leaves 
are set in a larger fount than before. This is the first 
edition to exhibit the final ‘ E’ clipped from the poet’s 
name, an ugly fashion which lasted until the dawn of 
the nineteenth century. 

‘Copies with this date,’ says Lowndes, ‘do not contain 
the seven spurious plays, and in some a space is left 
in the title-page for the portrait, but in a few 
copies the portrait is engraved [7.e. printed] on the 
title-page, and the verses by Ben Jonson in large type 
appear on a leaf opposite.’ 

Lowndes is hardly accurate. A few copies were issued 
with the ascribed plays. 

The excessive rarity of the 1663 and 1664 issues is due 
to destruction of almost the entire impressions in the 
great London fire of 1666, as they lay unsold in the 
printer’s warehouse. In point of rarity they are much 
scarcer than the first edition. 

An example dated 1663 (possessing the seven attributed 
plays) sold in May, 1907 for £1,550. Earl Howe’s 
copy, in contemporary calf, some edges rough, 13% 
by 8%in., realised £525 in Dec., 1907.

In importance and interest, this edition ranks second 
perhaps to the editio princeps. It is the first manual 
text, the first to present a biography of the poet, the 
first to bear an editor’s name, the first to possess illus- 
trations, and the first of the endless army of editions 
inoctavo.

It scored a greater 
success than any previous issue, one week alone wit- 
nessing the sale of eight hundred sets. Doubtless the 
beautiful copperplates helped the output considerably, 

The list of subscribers’ names and addresses in vol. 1 
occupies 23 pages, and includes Garrick, Tate Wil- 
kinson, Douce, and other familiar names. One 
American figures in it, Benjamin Guarred of South 
Carolina, who ordered a ‘ Royal paper set.’ 

Of these ‘ Royal’ or large paper sets, 8°, 134 were sub- 
scribed for, and thirteen hundred ordinary sets, of 
which 98 were ordered from Edinburgh alone. 

In the publisher’s announcement (p. 24) the volumes 
were offered ‘sewn’ (z.e. unbound) at 3/- each. 

In 1794 some of the plays were reprinted with that date, 
added to older issues dated 1774, and published collec- 
tively with the former engraved general title. 

The publishers asserted the portrait of Sh— was copied 
from the ‘most authenticated painting of the poet,’ 
while that of Garrick was after an ‘original picture 
just finished by Mr. Dance, which is esteemed the 
best likeness that has yet been taken.’

In a letter dated 1822, A. Constable suggested to Scott 
a plan for issuing ‘ Sh— in twelve or fourteen volumes, 
with a set of readable and amusing notes.’ After 
further correspondence it was decided to publish it in 
ten vols., the first to contain a general introduction 
and life of the dramatist by Scott, while the editing 
and notes were to be done by Lockhart. Scott was to 
receive £2,500. The sequel to the project is found in 
a letter from Constable’s son, who wrote :—‘ Three 
volumes of the edition were completed before the sad 
crisis in 1826 and then laid aside, and ultimately, I 
have been told, the sheets were sold in London as 
waste paper. It is even doubted whether one copy be 
now in existence.’ 

Fortunately one set did survive. It was bought by the 
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bookseller Thomas Rodd at an Edinburgh sale, who 
wrote in vol. 2:—‘ The book bears marks of Scott’s 
usual inaccuracies.’ This copy is now at Boston.

The four-page prospectus of this ‘Life,’ issued as a 
supplement to his ‘Inquiry ... 1796’ contains some 
useful hints to original searchers. Malone points out 
that Lady Barnard appointed her kinsman, Edward 
Bagley, of London, as her executor and residuary 
legatee. He would become possessed of her coffers, 
cabinets, and grandfather’s papers in 1670. If one 
could trace his death and legatees, it is just possible 
the history of Lady Barnard’s effects might be 
tollowed. 

Again, on the death of Sir John Barnard, in 1674, 
administration of his effects was granted to his 
daughters (by a former wife) and their husbands. 
Some of the poet’s papers might have fallen into their 
hands. They were (1) Elizabeth, who married Henry 
Gilbert, of Locko, Derbyshire; (2) Mary, who 
married Thomas Higgs, of Colesborne ; (3) Eleanor, 
who married Samuel Cotton. 

Sh— purchased property of Ralph Hubaud, brother of 
Sir John Hubaud, of Ipsley, Warwickshire. Some 
instrument executed or attested by the poet may still 
lie buried among the papers of that estate. 

If any descendant of John Heminges, the actor, still 
survives, possessing his ancestor’s deeds, papers, 
account books, or theatrical contracts, these would 
throw light on the stage history of Sh—’s period. 

John Heminges died in Oct., 1630, leaving a son (1) 
named William (the latter died about 1650) and four 
married daughters (2) Alice, who married_ John 
Atkins ; (3) Rebecca, who married Capt. Wm. Smith ; 
(4) Margaret, who married Thomas Sheppard ; (5) 
name untraced, who became Mrs. Merefield.

you stole it from Ned, no doubte; do not marvel ; 
have you not seen him act tymes out of number?” 
Believe me most syncerilie, yours,—G. Peel.’

actor then it did for the old player. But at length 
this comedy was like to haue growen to a tragedy, by 
the weake and feeble estate that H. W. was brought 
vnto, by a desperate vewe of an impossibility of ob- 
taining his purpose, till time and necessity, being his 
best phisitions, brought him a plaster, if not to heal 
yet in part to ease his maladye. In all which dis- 
course is liuely represented the vnrewly rage of 
vnbrydeled fancy, hauing the raines to roue at liberty 
with the dyuers and sundry changes of affections and 
temptations which Will, set loose from reason, can 
deuise,’ etc.

In the preface Cowley remarks :—‘ I began to reflect on 
the fortune of almost all writers, especially poets, 
whose works, commonly printed after their deaths, 
we find stuffed out, either with counterfeit pieces, 
like false money put in to fill up the bag, though it 
add nothing to the sum; or with such which though 
of their own coyn they would have called in them- 
selves for the baseness of the alloy: whether this 
proceed from the indiscretion of their friends, who 
think a vast heap of stones or rubbish a better monu- 
ment than a little tomb of marble, or by the unworthy 
avarice of some stationers who are content to diminish 
the value of the author so they may encrease the price 
of the book; and, like vintners with sophisticate 
mixtures, spoil the whole vessel of wine, to make it 
yield more profit. This hath been the case with 
Sh—, Fletcher, Johnson [Jonson], and many others ; 
part of whose poems I should take the boldness to 
prune and lop away if the care of replanting them in 
print did belong to me; neither would I make any 
scruple to cut off from some the unnecessary young 
suckers and from others the old withered branches ; 
for a great wit is no more tyed to live in a vast volume 
than in a gigantick body; on the contrary, it is com- 
monly more vigorous the less space it animates.’
